Mr, Calder probubly did not over-
state his ense when he said that a continu-
ance of artificinlly induced puralysis in the
bullding teades will make [t pecessary sooner
or later for the government to provide shel-
ters of soma gort for a considerable part of
the I"l"]‘lllnlln“ in Bome commutitios, For
builders or renters or investors strikes are
not possible, Rleltor is essentinlly necessary
to life and health, and we gre approaching a
wenann fn which lnnumerable families will be
utterly unable to puy the high rente which
were mide tolerable for nn interval becunse
of extraordinarily high wages in many In-
dustries,

What is necded is a revival of building and
the liberation of normal volumes of the nec-
exary mateginls from the eantrol of profitece-
ing Interests,  The Lockwood commission
recognized that pecd, 1t could not suggest
nny direct method for meeting it. It begina
to seem now thnt only ewift and rathless
action, not by state or municipal commit-
tees, but by the Depnrtment of Justice and
Congress, can open 0 way out of a deadlock
that has bocome intolrrable, For if we have
to ndmit that thrifty and hardworking people
'an no ]Hn[i‘f XD 1O OWR Or even rent
homes the eountrs §a obviously al the
threshold of new and dangerous times,

It Is repeatediv argued by spokesmen for
the trades uplons that the factor of lahor
costs i o minor and somotimes even a negli-
gible part of the finnl cost of any important
commodity, That may be true at the source
—nt the mines, the mille and elsewhere.
But high wages on railrond= and in all the
nvenues of trade and distribution have con-
tributed heavily te the totals of every con-
gumer's hills, Months ago, however, the
waorkers in the bnilding trades frankly ex-
pressed a desire to co-operate in every pos-
sible wny townrd o revival of bullding. The
implicationg of this stntement were plain,
The producera of materinl, who have heen
making the biggest profits, ought not to be
less goneorous,

MORE SALARY FOR JUDGES

ENATOR CROW'S Lill providing for an

incrense in the compensation of the
Judges of the Supreme and Superior Courts,
which is now before the Legislature, is en-
titled to the fullest and fairest consideration
nt the hands of the lnwmakers,

The bill proposes thut the chief justice of
the Supreme Conrt shall receive $15,000 a
venr and that his assnciates shall receive
17000, For the Superior Court, the salary
for the president judgze wonld be £16.300 and
for the u-m‘vil\l-n- 10,000,  These figures,
on the acerage, are nbout $3000 higher than
those now paid.

The suggested incronss is neither exorbi-
tant nor unwisge, ‘This commonwealth, often
and truly deseribed ns an empire in itself,
ran well afford to payr the justices of the
Suprewe Court, for example, as much as
will be paid to the next Governor, When
the huge fees enrned by many lawrers are
taken into constderation, an anoual salary of
IS0 is emall in comparison, And, of
course, the attraction of the bench for the
leaders of the bar will be greatly enhanced
by something like un approach to adequate
compensation

Judges should live in thut rare atmosphere
where inds out elearly: whoere thelr
neither nbsoyred nor handieapped
by too fpvessant o contliet with elrenmstance.
They are expected to be above the petty
things of daily life,

Legisintora, membors of the Assemblr,
make the laws.  Judges have the duty of
courggeonsly wnd honestly interpreting them
Those who write the lnws should be the first
to appreciate the wisdom of unshackling the
minds of those who dispense the laws, Jus-
shonld Lo Llind ; eertuinly it should not
v erippled.

Congrossman Mason, who wants the
